there would therefore be a danger of their 
encouraging attempts at illicit, export.

tem of branch offices all over the Colony, 
To prevent attempts to import illicat 
opium it is negessary to have Govern- 
ment opium available at the various con- 
tres where there is a demand. Two kinds 
of licences were therefore issued, but in 
both cases the retail price is fixed by the 
Government. . In plaece where a big busi- 
ness is dono in prepared opium licencees 
are paid a fixed sum per month to sell 
opium for the Monopoly. They are in a 
sense paid servants of the Manopely, out 
they have to pay for their opium’ m ad- 
vanée- In those distric’s where the sales 
of opium are small, and where the danger 
of illicit export is not so great, Heencees 


are paid a commission on their sales, the 


rute varying with the necessibility ot the 
locality. Care is taken to seo that. their 
sales do not exceed certain fimits,, and 
the, rate of commission is reduced if heir 
sales show signs of any unusual’ increase. 
The system introduced has boen very: satis- 
factory. ; . 

The . prepared . opium, sold’. through 
Heencees is all. packed in» oarthenware 
pots done up in such a way as to make 
its conveyance, and, therefore, smuggitng, 
as awkward as‘possibl«. A finer quality of 
opium is made which is sold‘in a-tacl 
ting at the head office. It is only pur- 
chased by the well-to-do classes and to 
prevent any chance of smuggling it is 
only issued to registered persons, 

From the sales made to registered per- 
sons it is possible to get some idea of the 
ainount of opium smoked by confirmed 
smokers. From March Ist to the end of 
the year the greatest quantity purchased 
by one person was 68 tins or 204 taels, 
which if all consumed ‘by that. person 
comes to 2/3 tael per diem... The average 
of the 17 largest purchasers ig 49 tins’ or 
roughly. 4 tae] per diem. As purchases 

this particular kind, of upiwn. are only 
niade by well-to-do classes, ¥ I bees 
1c 


the. average local consumption falls very 
much below this figure. 

It is not possible to compare with any 
accuracy the actual’ consumption of 
opium under the Government and i 
the Farm. The »umb chests 
per wmnurm, boweyer, gi wn indication 
that a considerable reduction’ has been 
effectad. Iv 1912 the total number .. of 
chests boiled wes 1,119; in. 1913, 667" and 
in 1914, 449, : 

The gross revenue derived from the sale 
of opium front March Ist, 1914, to De 
cember 31st, 1914, was $3,594,244. From 
this must Le deducted the. cost, of raw. 
opium and administrative charges. ' These 
camnot be separately set ont exactly hut 
may. be taken to be roughly. $900,¢c0. 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF RAW OPIUDL: 

Tables IV. to VIT. show the details vf, 
the imports and! exports of raw opium, 
bu! the figures are no longer of any. reat 
value.’

Bishop Bury, of North ‘and.’ Central 
Europe, who hag recently visited the Bri- 
tish fighting line in Flanders, and who. has 
been travelling extensively (in neutral 
countries, has given the Svening 
Standard some interesting opinions, 

Speaking of the fall. of Warsaw, the. 
Bishop, who has a wide knowledge of Rus- 
sia and its”peuplo, and ig closely in teucn | 
with them, said that it would make no dif. 
ference, Tho Russians had great powers 
in reserve... Ho was firmly convinced of 
thoir unity and intensity, and of their 
ever-growing passionate devotion to the 
Allies. Ib would be @ surrender of Rus- 
sia’s dearest hopes if any thing disturbed 
the alliance.

THE MAN. WHO MADE. GOOD. 
“SORAPING FOR. COVER UNDER 
FIRE OF MACHINE GUNS. 


In one of the Multa hospitals is ao 
Lancashire Territurjal, who was wounded 
in" Gallipoli, Wrihag home to hig 
parents in Manchester, he tells the story, 
of a comrade who nearly lost his norve| 
under: fire, but. reoovered. it in time to 
accomplish a particularly daring bit ‘of 
work. This is his letter :— 

“ Wo advanced our 100 yards.and lay 
down, waiting to dig in, but mo orders 
canie for 20 minutes, and in tha meantimg 
16 out of 25 of us were kmocked. over. 
The cries of the wounded were horrible, 
and ‘upset.some: of our fellows, The chap 
next ma nearly bolted, but a steady flow 
of suitable epithets steadied -him, but be 
was still very jumpy. Eventually we bad 
to serapa our way im, lying down, with 
the ground baked almost as hard as a 
rock; At the end of an hour and a half, 
(Turks only 100: yards off) the two of ua 
were down about six inches and done up, 
using the entrenching tools. . Suddenly 
up jumps my chum with a pick and puta 
in six colossal strokes. in three seconds, 
flopping down just in time ae ai veritable 
hail of bullots from a machine gun. tora 
past. a foot or so above us. Those. few 
strokes. got through the outer erust; and 
we made fine progress afterwards, The 
funny part was the Johnny standing up 
when ho wag 60 scared. I was never more 
surprised in my life; neither was he, and 
he told me he'd not do it again under 
any. circumstances. . While we were wait-
